BODY S TAKEN 
FROM MISSISSIPP 


Wife of Vice-President of 
First National Bank Had 
Been Missing From Home 
Since Jan. 2. 


The body of Mrs. Clara Ries- 
meyer, missing since Jan. 2, was 
taken today from the Mississippi 
River near Festus, Mo. She was 
the wife of Gustav Riesmeyer Jr., 


‘Vice-president of the First Nation- 


al Bank in St. Louis. 

Identification was established 
this afternoon by Dr. Harry 
D’Oench, dentist in the University 
Club building, through dental work 
he had done for Mrs. Riesmeyer. 
The body was unclothed when 
found, but bore no marks of vio- 
lence, according to Coroner Gibson. 

Mrs. Riesmeyer disappeared 
from her home, 6454 Cecil avenue, 
and had not since been seen. Her 
automobile was feund next day at 
the east end of Free Bridge. Prior 
to her disappearance she had been 
suffering from a nervous disorder. 
Her body, recovered from the 
river by fishermen, was taken 
to Fink undertaking establish- 
ment, at Festus, and Riesmeyer 
was notified. He left at once to 
view the body, requesting Dr. 
D’Oench to go, also. 

Tentative identification of the 
body as that of Mrs. Riesmeyer was 
made meanwhile by Jefferson 
County authorities who said it 
corresponded in part to the . de 
scription of the banker’s wife sent 
out soon after she disappeared. ~ 

During the long search for her, 
in which Riesmeyer and other rela- 
tives followed each rumor and 
clew, thousands of circulars were 
sent to hospitals and police de- 
partments in many cities. Hope 
that she was alive had not been 
abandoned. 

Surviving are her husband, two 
children; her father, George A. 
Meyer, member of the First Nation- 
al Bank board of directors, and a 
brother, E. R. Meyer, 6226 For- 
sythe boulevard.

CHICAGO, June 29.—The report 
came today from sources close to 
Speaker John N. Garner that he 
had been offered second place on 
the ticket by the Roosevelt forces. 
Acceptance by Garner would 
swing the 46 votes of Texas to the 
New York Governor and seemingly 
assure his nomination for the pres- 
idency on an early ballot. 

Garner was said to have received 
conflicting advice from his adher- 
ents, some of them arguing that 
the speakership of the House, rat- 
ed as the second place in the Gov- 
ernment in actual power, was 
greatly to be preferred to the vice- 
presidency. 

Others were understood to have 
urged the Speaker strongly to ac- 
cept the Roosevelt offer, and the 
prediction was made this morning 
by one of his friends that he would 
accept. 

Meantime, the  anti-Roosevelt 
forces, though .shaken by their de- 
feat yesterday on three tests—the 
Louisiana and Minnesota delegate 
contests and the fight over the per- 
manent chairmanship—appeared to 
be trying to consolidate their forces 
for a drive in favor of Gov. Ritchie 
of Maryland. 

Al Smith was regarded as defi- 
nitely out of the fight. 

Ritchie and Newton D. Baker 
were in places of strategic advan- 
tage if the New York Governor 
should be stopped. 


Mount the Bandwagon.”

The Roosevelt camp, besides 
consolidating its forces, is sound- 
ing a call to “mount the band- 
wagon” directed especially at dele-

These votes are a good many 
more than twice tte number need- 
ed to make the New York Governor 
Democracy’s choice to take Her- 
bert Hoover’s place in the White 
House. 

There are indications that to 
some of the delegates the call from 
the Rooseveltians sounds like 
music. 

Despite the plea from “Jim” 
Reed, to whom they are pledged 
for the presidency, 19% of Mis- 
souri’s 36 votes broke loose yester- 
day and went to Senator Walsn, 
Roosevelt choice for the permanent 
chairmanship. The Missouri men 
have indicated they will give Reed 
their 36 intact on the first vote. 
After that, a rush toward the 
Roosevelt standard is quite iikcly 
Some members of the iana 
delegation estimate that New 
Yorker will get at least 20 Indiana 
votes tomorrow. 

Tammany’s Attitude. 
As things stand, there is some 
comfort among somber-faced ene- 


mies of Roosevelt in the attitude

In this time of unprecedented 
economic and social distress, the 
Democratic party declares its 
convictions that the chief causes 
of this condition were the dis- 
astrous policies pursued by our 
Government since the World 
War of economic isolation, fos- 
tering the merger of competitive 
businesses into monopolies, and 
encouraging the indefensible ex- 
pansion and contraction of credit 
for private profit at the expense 
of the public. 

Those who were responsible 
for these policies have aban- 
doned the ideals on which the 
war was won, and thrown away 
the fruits of victory, thus re- 
jecting the greatest opportunity 
in history to bring peace, pros- 
perity and happiness to our peo- 
ple and to the world. 

They have ruined our foreign 
trade, destroyed the values of our 
commodities and products, crip- 
pled our banking system, robbed 
millions of our people of their 
life savings and thrown millions 
more out of 
widespread poverty and brought 
the Government to a state of fi- 
nancial distress unprecedented 
in times of »eace. 

The only hope for improving 
present conditions, restoring em- 
ployment, affording permanent 
relief to the’ »eople, and bring-

DRAFT COMPLETED 
AFTER FIVE HOURS 


‘Convention Transacts No 
Business During Day, 
Killing Time While Wait- 
ing for Report and Then 
Taking Recess to 7 P. M.

CHICAGO, June 29.— After 


five hours of wrangling over the 
next Democratic campaign plat- 
form, the Democratic Resolutions 
Committee today adopted a prohi- 
bition plank committing the party 
in favor of repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment and immediate 
modification of the Volstead act. 
This declaration was put into 
the platform by the Resolutions 
Committee by a vote of 35 to 17 
after the majority report of the 
subcommittee for a submission 
plank, which did not commit the 
party, was rejected, 35 to 18. 


The plank says in its first par- 
agraph: “We favor the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment.” 

The prohibition dispute was 
reached after the committee had 
waded through extended disputes 
over the silver and tariff declara- 
tions. It worked throughout the 
day while the convention was idling 
to await its report. 

Platform Is Completed. 

The committee completed the 
platform late in the afternoon and 
will submit it to the convention to- 
night. 

The convention had killed time 

th odds and ends today, listened 
o an hour and a half of stump 
speeches and wise-cracking, and 
then recessed until 7 o’clock to- 
night. 

Swinging in earnest into the pro- 
hibition dispute, the Resolutions | 
Committee first rejected the pro- 
posal to submit to the people the 
the question of repealing the eight- 
eenth amendment. This was de- 
feated by 35 to 18. 

- It then adopted the plank, spon- 
sored by Senator Walsh of Massa- 
chusetts, committing the party to 
repeal of prohibition and immedi- 
ate modification of the Volstead 
act. The vote was 35 to 17.

Permanent Chairman Points Out Limitations 
of “Rugged Individualism,” Perils of Con- 
centrated Wealth and Selfish Isolation. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 29.— The text 
of Senator Thomas Walsh's address 
as permanent chairman of the 
Democratic National Convention 
follows: 

Permit me to express my grati- 

tude to you all for the high honor 
with which you invest me ag the 
presiding officer of this assembly 
that is to name the next President 
of the United States. I venture to 
express the hope, echoed no doubt 
in the hearts of all those present, 
that the task will neither be 80 
protracted nor the labors of the 
place so arduous or delicate as 
those devolving on me when last 
I undertook to meet a like as- 
signment. 
“I shall endeavor to merit the 
confidence you so generously re- 
pose in me by promoting the or- 
derly and expeditious dispatch of 
your work, guided by a frail judg- 
ment but an honest purpose. My 
remarks might well terminate 
here, particularly in view of the 
stirring address by Senator Bark- 
ley to which you listened yester- 
day in which all was said that 
need be said on the imminent pros- 
pect of success for our party and 
of a brighter future for our coun- 
try through its uccess. Besides, I 
am no orator as Brakley is. 

‘Tremendous Responsibilities.” 

“However, it may be pardoned 
me if, in the midst of your justi- 
fiable jubilation, you should be re- 
minded of the tremendous respon- 
sibilities we assume to the constit- 
uents we represent and the nation 
whose destiny we would direct. 


“These are indeed times that 
try men’s souls. Reflecting minds 
have speculated on whether we 
are not passing through one of the 
great crises in the history of man- 
kind. World trade has fallen from 
$31,000,000,000 in 1929 to $18,000,- 
000,00) in 1932. In that brief 
period it has been halved, while 
unemployment has doubled. Pri- 
vate fortunes have dwindled like 
Government revenues. Universal 
bankruptcy, in the view of many, 
impends. Destitution in appalling 
magnitude in even the most  fa- 
vored nations abounds, while para- 
doxically unmarketable surpluses 
of basic commodities, the essen- 
tial elements of food and clothing, 


glut the depots and magazines from 
which commerce is fed. Even 
worse, if that be possible, prices 
have fallen so that debts, incalcu- 
lably vast, have doubled, and con- 
tinue to fall, paralyzing industry, 
and checking enterprise. Out of 
such conditions, as history teaches, 
revolutionary movements arise and 
flourish. The plight of our own 
country excites concern in every 
patriotic mind. In desperation the 
Congress is moved to adopt meas- 
ures of relief with little regard for 
constitutional limitations or for 
what, under ordinary circumstan- 
ces, would be considered as sound 
economic principle.s 

“Impelled by the prevalence of 
grim want among their constitu- 
ents, legislation at which they 
would under other circumstances 
revolt, commands the support of 
members of both houses of the 
National Legislature, traditional] 
policies and national considerations 
being overborne by local needs. 
However, none need be dismayed. 
The onward march of the race can- 
not be stayed. This nation is so 
rich in the bounti s of nature and 
the virility of its population. it is 
certain in the Providence of God 
to emerge from the sea of ‘roubles 
into which it is plunged, chastened, 
but triumphant. 

Aberrations on Tariff. 

“Much indiscriminate criticism 
has been directed at Democratic 
members of Congress who stead- 
fastly resisted appeals from their 
constituents for ‘ariff favors in 
connection with the general legis- 
lation of 1930, but who felt con- 
strained to yield in 1932, hoping 
that some relief would thereby 
come to the destitute idle among 
those whose welfare is rightly 
their chief concern. As well carp 
at them for voting for loaning 
public funds to banks, railroads 
and other like institutions to fore- 
stall a panic and financial chaos, 
or to states to aid them in avert- 
ing wholesale starvation, or other 
legislation of like character in- 
duced only by the extraordinary 
conditions with which Congress 
has been confronted in the per- 
plexing task that has lately been 
before it. Nor is it a particularly 
persuasive argument in favor of 
Republican tariff policies that some 
Democratic members, realizing 
that additional and all but unbear- 
able tariff burdens are to be im- 
posed upon the people of their 
states and districts, have felt im- 
pelled to support or even ask for 
duties upon some of the products 
thereof. The policy of the party 
to which they are attached is not 
to be determined by such instances 
of aberration or the fealty of the 
errant member adjudged upon any 
such basis. 

Maxims of Jefferson. 

“It will be salutary to recall at 
this juncture a few of the maxims 
of Jefferson, being tenets of our 
political creed. Equal and exact 
justice to all men of whatever state 
or persuasion, religious or polit- 
ical; peace, commerce and honest 
friendship with all nations, entan- 
gling alliances with none; the sup- 
port of the State governments in 
all their rights as the most compe- 
tent administration for our domes- 
tic concerns; a jealous care of the 
right of election, economy in the 
public expense that labor may be 
lightly burdened; the honest pay- 
mentof our debts and sacred 
preservation of the public faith; 


solute acquiescence in the will of 
the majority ig the vital principle 
of a republic. 

“The ideal government, as the 
founder of our party conceived it, 
draws its inspiration from the 
thoughts and hopes of the mass of 
the toilers of every grade, irre- 
spective of wealth or social po- 
Sion. 1 
“Rugged Individualism.”’ 

“The theory that national well- 
being is to be looked for by giv- 
ing free rein to the captains of in- 
dustry and magnates in the field of 


finance, and accommodating Gov- 
ernment to their desires has come 
through the logic of events to @ 
tragic refutation. So complete has 
been its failure that even from 
within the favored circle has been 
advanced the proposal that Gov- 
ernment hereafter plan and limit 
industrial enterprise, in other 
words, that ‘rugged individualism’ 
of which we have heard so much, 
be scrapped. 


“If confirmation of the folly of 
that notion of how best to sub- 
serve the common weal were need- 
ed, it is furnished b. revelations 
concerning the appropriation of 
huge sums of corporate profits by 
the managing directors as bonuses, 
the peddling by great banking 
houses of questionable foreign se- 
curities running into billions, and 
by the disclosure stouching stock- 
jobbing and kindred practices on 
the exchanges by those on the in- 
side of corporate managemen<.

Auditor in His Office Gives 
| Views of Comptroller in 
- Luncheon Speech at City 
Club. 


| Comptroller Nolte’s plan for a 
$3,000,000 bond issue, one-half for 
direct relief and one-half for pub- 
lic work relief, was announced to- 
day by Arthur C. Meyers, auditor 
in the Comptroller's office. Meyers 
spoke at a luncheon. at the City 
Club, with City Counselor Muench 
and E. G. Steger, director of the 
Community Fund. The three re- 
cently went to Washington to dis- 
cuss plans for relief from the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Meyers said Nolte had authorized 
him to say that he would favor 
submitting to voters, at the No- 
vember election, the $3,000,000 
bond issue proposal. He said that, 
of the two plans recently put for- 
ward by other public officials, the 
plan for a $10,000,000 work relief 
issue was too large, and that the 
$5,000,000 direct relief issue pro- 


posal would attract too many out- 
siders to St. Louis. 
Steger said the relief needed 
should be made available within 15 
days, to meet the failing resources 
of charity organizations. He said 
it should be realized “that the 
American public just will not 
starve.” 
“The best plan,” Meyers said, 
“will be one that combines a work 
relief program with a direct relief 
program. 

1931 Relief Program. 
“In 1931 the City of St. Louis 
put on one of the best work relief 
programs in the country and was 
given credit for so doing by the 
Russell Sage Foundation after a 
nation-wide study. With this ex- 
perience the city would be able to 
again put on an effective work re- 
lief program on a larger scale. 
Due to a scarcity of funds in the 
work relief program of 1931 only 
$70,000 was expended. 
“A successful work relief pro- 
gram should: (1) Pay a living wage 
and be financed over the entire 
winter and next spring: (2) There 
should be diversity of work which 
could be arranged through various 
city departments; (3) Those put to 
work should be carefully selected 
as to their needs, city residence and 
family responsibility, as was done 
in the 1931 program: (4) The work 
should be so selected and super- 
vised that its usefulness is obvious. 
so the morale of the workers will 
be maintained. 
“The cost of made work as com- 
pared with direct relief has been 
greatly exaggerated, and is noth- 
ing like five times as costly, as was 
recently stated. The method that 
we would use in a work relief pro- 
gram would, for every dollar spent 
for work relief, give the equivalent 
of 70 to 80 cents spent for direct 
relief, figuring from a monetary 
standpoint only. 
“Tf, however, in our work relief 
program we conserve as many as 
possible of the values attaching to 
real wages, then the argument for 
economy vanishes, and it emerges 
with increasing clearness than a 
work relief program should be 
worked out with a direct relief pro- 
gram, neither usurping the whole 
of the stage. 

Could Employ 2000. 
“Based on onr previous expe- 
rience men could be worked to ad- 
vantage in the Park Department, 
Street Department, Sewers Depart-

The proposed $1,500,000 
would support a program of this 
kind over a long enough period to 
be of much benefit to the critical 
situation we face next winter and 
spring. 

“The method of expending the 
$1,500,000 for direct relief needs no 
explanation, as the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Relief and Employment 
has been doing this work econom- 
ically and well for the past 18 
months, and should continue to ad- 
minister any additional funds pro- 
vided for direct relief.” 

Meyers summarized the expendi- 
tures from municipal revenue for 
relief purposes in the last 18 
months, figuring the total at $1,- 
325,000. Items of this were $125,- 
000 approprited in December, 1930; 
$300,000 appropriated in the same 
month, of which $70,000 was spent 
for work relief: $300,000 appro- 
priated in 1931 for direct relief, 
and $600,000 appropriated in 1932 
for direct relief, of which the last 
$124,000 will have been spent by 
the end of this month. 

Steger and Muench, in their 
talks at the luncheon, told of the 
needs of the St. Louis unemployed, 
as they laid them before members 
of Congress, and of the Wagner 
bill, considered the most promis- 
ing means of direct relief to cities, 
but not yet passed. Muench and 
Meyers said that, while the pro- 
posed Federal legisiation provided 
for loans to states, there seemed 
to be no general expectation thai 
the loans would be repaid. The 
loans. if not repaid, are ultimately 
to be withheld from Federal road 
appropriations. This, it was es- 
plained, would not be an injustice 
to the states, as the cities pay large 
shares of state road funds at pres-

JUNIOR COLLEGE ABOLITION 


Alliance, by Vote of 24 to 8, Dis- 
approves Plan of Education 
Board. 


A resolution opposing discontin- 
uation of the general junior col- 
lege departments of Harris and 
Stowe Teachers’ colleges was 
adopted by the Public School Pat- 
rons’ Alliance, meeting at the 
Board of Education Building last 
night. The Board has taken pre- 
liminary steps towards dropping 
these departments in order to save 
$75,000 a year. 

The alliance vote on the resolu- 
tion was 24 to 3, with 42 member 
schools not represented at the 
meeting. The alliance consists of 
delegates from 69 school bodies. 
Advocates of the resolution said 
other economies would make pos- 
sible retention of the junior col- 
leges. 

Clarence L. Miller, president of 
the alliance, said the Harris and 
Stowe faculties had agreed to 
waive certain extra salary pay- 
ments for extra work and had rec- 
ommended reducing the college 
year from 40 to 86 weeks, for a 
combined saving estimated at $46,- 
000. In addition, the alliance sug- 
gests saving $12,000 by reducing 
the college library appropriation 
and $15,000 by increasing the size 
of classes and kindred steps. The 
alliance’s Executive Committee will 
meet tonight to plan further action 
in behalf of the junior depart- 
ments.

AGREEMENT NEAR 
UN PUBLIC WORKS 


Garner Says Concessions 
Will Be Made in 3500, 
000, 000 Plan to Get Bill 
Through.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Con- 


gressional conferees neared an 
agreement today on the controver-

DECREE FAVORING 
AITLERITES GIVES 
POLICE DISCRETION 


Government Decree Permits 
Uniforms but Authorities 
May Still $$ Suppress 
Public Demonstrations. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, June 29.—The Govern- 


ment’s emergency decree permit- 
ting the wearing of uniforms by 
political groups and the holding of 
outdoor political meetings was 
published today. ey 
It permits ‘outdoor meetings 
throughout the country provided 
they are reported to the local po- 
lice 48 hours in advance. The po- 


lice may forbid the meeting if 
they think public security is en- 
dangered. 

If meetings are held without no- 
tifying the police the participants 
may be fined or imprisoned. The 
Minister of the Interior reserves 
the right to ‘forbid outdoor meet- 
ings anywhere at his discretion. 

Concession to Hitlerites. 

The edict represents the Reich 
Government’s greatest concession 
to Adolf Hitler’s National Social- 
ist “storm troops” and other po- 
litical elements organized on quasi- 
military lines. 

The Bruening Government by 
decree outlawed such organizations 
and forbade their wearing of their 
uniforms. The Von Papen Govern- 
ment, succeeding Bruening's, 
rescinded this decree, but the 
states in the Reich continued to 
enforce their own regulations 
against uniform-wearing. Hitler 
then demanded that the Reich Gov- 
ernment compel the states to 
change this stand—which oannot 
be done under the Reich Constitu- 
tion which vests in the states the 
control of local police matters. The 
new decree, apparently, goes just 
as far in Hitler’s favor as the con- 
stitution will permit. 

The Government challenged the 
two largest parties of the opposi- 
tion today by asking the Prussian 
Minister of the Interior suppress 
for five days the Cologne newspa- 
per Volks Zeitung, organ of the 
Centrist party, and the Berlin Vor- 
waerts, organ of the Social Demo- 
crats, both charged with publish- 
ing articles and cartoons ridiculing 
the Government. 

Four Killed in Disorders. 

Political disorders in various 
parts of Germany yesterday and 
Monday night resulted in the death 
of four persons, more than 37 were 
injured. Forty-four persons were 
arrested. 


Three Communists were shot 
dead and seven were. seriously in- 


hurt, when a funeral cortege of 
1500 for a Communist killed by a 
National Socialist last Friday 
clashed with police at Stassfurt.. 

One Nazi was shot and two were 
wounded by knives in street rows 
at Leipzig and a Nazi was shot 
from ambush after a rifle match at 
Stuttgart. 

Repudiation of the “war gulit 
lie” was demanded at several pub- 
lic demonstrations yesterday on 
the thirteenth anniversary of the 
signing of the treaty of Versautes.

GERMANY TONES 

DOWN DEMANDS 
AT LAUSANNE AND 
PARLEYS PROCEED 


Report Is, It Has Agreed to 
Some Payment on Ac- 
count” of Reparations It 

Said Previously It Could 
Not Meet. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 
29.—Unconfirmed reports circulat- 
ing here tonight said the Franco- 
German reparations deadlock had 
been broken with an agreement on 
the part of the Germans on the 
principle of “payment of something 
on account.” Heretofore Chancel- 
lor Franz von Papen has held that 
Germany cannot pay under any cir- 
cumstances. 

Representatives of the six prin- 
cipal Powers met again this eve- 
ning. After less than an hour Von 
Papen emerged with Prime Minis- 
er Mac Donald. 

“Well,” said Von Papen, we're 
not leaving Lausanne yet.” 

“No,” said MacDonald, we're 
going to work on into the night.” 

It was reported the Powers had 
set up commissions to deal with 


the reparations issue and to study 
the world economic crisis as a 
whole. 

Members of the British delega- 
tion interpreted this as a neat piece 
of negotiation by MacDonald, in- 
asmuch as it would remove rep- 
arations from consideration by 
only France and Germany and 
place the issue in other hands to 
avoid political controversy. 

Germany’s Previous Stand. 

Chancellor von Papen laid before 
the Powers at the war debts and 
reparations conference early today 
a demand for revision of the Ver- 
sailles treaty as a necessary pre- 
liminary for German participation 
in world economic reconstruction. 


Recedes on Versailles Pact. 


It was learned in French circles 
that von Papen had “modified his 
tone during the afternoon” regard- 
ing his earlier statement that the 
former allied Powers must end the 
discrimination of the Versailles 
Treaty before Germany would con- 
sider a different attitude toward 
reparations. 

These developments indicate that 
it seems possible some agreement 
may be reached without an ad- 
journment. 

Von Papen and Herriot Confer, 


Thie morning there was another 
formal interview between Von Pa- 
pen. and Herriot. When it was 
over Herriot accompanied Von 
Papen to the door of the French 
headquarters, but there was none 
of that arm-in-arm cordiality 
which the two displayed last week. 

Later it was learned on good 
authority that Von Papen had told 
Herriot that Germany demanded 
revision of the Polish corridor and 
of the Eastern frontiers, and re- 
distribution of the world’s gold 
supply—a factor which Germany 
believes a prerequisite to the re- 
vival of business. He explained 
that e new German attitude did 
not prfeclude discussion of repara- 
tions simultaneously with the con- 
sideration of treaty revision. 

In a statement to the press, Von 

Papen demanded that all discrim- 
ination against Germany be struck 
from the treaty. He issued his 
statement in reply to a qyestion 
proposed by Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald of Great Britain yesterday. 
asking what concessions Germany 
was ready to make in order to 
facilitate a definite settlement of 
the reparations problem. 
“World confidence cannot be re- 
established,” Von Papen said, “if 
the Powers which emerged victors 
from the World War do not decide 
to eliminate the discrimination 
created by the treaty of Versail- 
les. 

Demands Equality, Seeurity. 

“If, by revision of the treaty, 
German equality and security 
is re-established, then will the 
Chancellor esteem it possible for 
Germany, in a common effart to 
reconstruct world economy, to pay 
her share in the form of a contri-

The conference approached what 
was expected last night to be its 
final meeting today under the 
shadow of .rospective failure.

Both the French and Germans 
admitted last night it was impos- 
sible for them to agree. The Ger- 
mans continued to demand flat can- 
cellation, even withdrawing their 
former suggestion for a compro- 
mise on a common cash box, into 
which Germany would make pay- 
ments whenever she was financially 
able. 

Premier Herriot of France said 
he was willing to bargain France’s 
right to receive the reparations 
payments foi economic advantages 
and in th interests of peace and 
security, but that it was evident 
that Von Papen, since his visit to 
Berlin Sunday, when he conferred 
with the Cabinet, was unable to ac- 
cept anything but cancellation. 

In the event of an adjournment, 
it wag said, the conference would 
not legally die and the “stop-gap” 
agreement made at its opening two 
weeks ago, by which the Powers 
agreed to suspend the payments 
from the end of the Hoover mora- 
torium on June 30 to the end of the 
conference, would be effective un- 
til the conferees met again.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial of June 25, you sum- 
13 the Democratic senatorial race 
in Missouri, and dismiss the chances of 
Charles M. Hay with the words, “His 
heart is still with prohibition, and he is 
the hope of the drys. On subjects other 
than prohibition, Mr. Hay’s views are 
liberal.“

All have recognised that Germany was being bled 
white, that her ability to meet the payments ended 
when her credit collapsed and foreign loans ceased, 
that her plight imperiled. world stability. 

In the picturesque phrase of Dr. Butler, “It would 

be just as practicable to ask some nation to pay for 
the sunset as it is to ask Germany to pay for the 
war.” 
United States has officially regarded repara- 
tions and the Allied debts as separate categories, al- 
though the Allies have acted merely as transfer 
agents. That is, they collected from Germany and 
remitted to the United States. Under the Young 
plan, Germany was scheduled, between 1930 and 1988, 
to pay 26 billion dollars to the Allies, of which they 
were to remit 20 billions to this country. 

Only a short-sighted view could disavow the inti- 
mate connection, yet this has been the official Ameri- 
can stand. What has it all come to? 

It is a sorry lack of leadership on the part of this 
country that has permitted affairs to drift to their 
present pass. The Hoover moratorium has proved 
to be merely a temporary expedient, for a year’s de- 
lay has been insufficient to mend the world’s af- 
fairs so that German payments, the foundation of the 
whole debt structure, could be resumed. 

It is a matter in which we should have moved 
years ago. Instead of doing so, we retreated to a po- 
sition of intensified nationalism comparable te the 
strategy of the ostrich, which hides its head in the 
sand. 

Germany has placed the issue squarely before the 
world, well aware that her refusal to pay may mean 
French military reprisals. This last resort of her 
dire extremity may serve to awaken the nations to 
the futility of their course. 

The United States holds the key, and can lead the 
nations on their way to a fresh start. 
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GOOD BEGINNING. 

Welcome news is the dispatch from Nanking which 
tells that Gen. Liang Koon-ying, one ef the numer- 
ous Chinese military leaders, has put some 3000 sol- 
diers to work building dikes on the Yangtze. The 
more of such activity on the part of Chinese soldiers 
the better. No one knows how many men are under 
arms in the various provinces, but some time ago 
2,000,000 was announced as a conservative estimate. 
No other single aspect of Chinese life has put the 
cause of China to a greater disadvantage in the eyes of 
the world. Few Americans want to send money to 
a famine-stricken people whose condition results 
largely from constant civil war, fought in the inter- 
ests of petty ehiefs and their associated brigands. 
China has no end of work similar to the Yangtze 
dikes which needs to be done. If her various war lords 
follow Gen. Liang Koon-ying’s example, the Chinese 
cause will experience a great gain in world esteem. 
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BRITISH TOLERANCE. 

When a group of Scottish Nationalists “stormed 
Stirling Castle, hauled down the Union Jack and 
hoisted their flag in its place, there was no disturb- 
ance. Instead, the few soldiers on guard let the 
Caledonian patriots enter, and later took down the 
banner, A similar incident had passed off in like 
manner a few months before, when fervent Welsh- 
men took the Union Jack from Carnarvon Castle and 
ran up their own flag. These are examples of the 
tolerance with which England treats discordant ele- 
ments. In keeping with the policy, Hyde Park in 
London has become a safety valve for radical emo- 
tions, where orators spout their unorthodox creeds 
by the hour without molestation. 

The wisdom of this treatment has manifested it- 
self time and again, yet it is not applied to one of 
the emptre’s most pressing problems—India. Re- 
pression is the rule there. The jails are filled with 
thousands of political prisoners, including women 
and children, Meetings are broken up by police, 
and beatings of Gandhi's adherents by officials are of 
almost daily occurrence. In England, of course, the 
causes that have public freedom are chiefly lost 
hopes, while the Indian independence movement is a 
major one. Yet both classes of activity thrive on re- 
pression and the making of martyrs. The tolerance 
England exercises at home is worthy of at least a 
trial in India. 
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WORLD COURT'S TENTH BIRTHDAY. 

Ten years ago this month, the first international 
law court opened its doors to right the wrongs that 
arise among the members of the family of nations. 
The Dutch jurist, Presiding Judge Loder, announced 
the bench was ready to receive cases, and then, be- 
cause there were no cases, declared the Permanent 
Court of International Justice to be adjourned. 

In the brief interval that has passed, the World 
Court, as it is familiarly known, has developed into 
a foremost international agency whose authority in 
settling international disputes is generally recognized 
around the globe, From the Kiel Canal to the Bos- 
porus, from Mosul to the Swiss-French frontier, from 
Albania to Japan, its decisions have had a part in 
the shaping of modern history. 

No one can say what international strife has been 
avoided in the trying years since the war because 
there sat in the Palace of Peace at The Hague a body 
which lifted differences between nations above the 
heated plane they knew in the past. Party platforms, 
bar associations, leagues of voters, all continue to

That is, while admitting Mr. Hay’s liberal attitude 
in most respects, we assert that his heart is still 
with prohibition.

That fs true. Nevertheless, none of the issyes upon 
which we are in agreement with Mr. Hay can be set- 
tied while prohibition dominates the political field. 
There is only one way to get rid of prohibition. That 
is by action of Congress. Unless Congress passes a 
resolution submitting the eighteenth amendment to 
state conventions, it is impossible to get the prohi- 
bition issue out before the people. The eighteenth 
amendment will continue to stick out of the Consti- 
tution like a sore thumb. 

We need liberals in Congress, after 12 years of 
government for the benefit of the privileged few, and 
certainly no Tory is preferable because he is anti- 
prohibition. Nevertheless, to continue putting drys 
in Congress and then urging them to get us out of an 
intolerable situation resulting from the ghastly error 
we made when we adopted the eighteenth amend- 
ment is worse than futile. It is silly. 

It is therefore of the utmost importance that the 
dry majorities in both houses of Congress be whit- 
tled down. The country can no more remain half wet 
and half dry than it could remain half free and half 
slave. Nor can any public man remain half dry and 
half wet without impairing his usefulness, as Stephen 
A. Douglas did in the slavery debate, He went into 
it the ablest of the Democrats and the leader of his 
party. He came out of it one of the sorriest of our 
historical figures—an eternal warning against com- 
promise. 

It is useless to work against prohibition with one 
hand and send drys to Congress with the other, If 
Missouri is against prohibition, as we confidently 
believe she is, she should send to Congress in the No- 
vember elections a, United States Senator and 13 
Congressmen who are’ against it.

With two bond issues proposed, one of $5,000,000 
for general relief by President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, and another of $10,000,000 for public 
works by Chairman Pape of the Republican City Cen- 
tral Committee, the municipality is moving to grips 
with the serious problem of relief.

It is urged against President Neun’s plan that it 
would attract to the city many unemployed from 
other places who, dearning of St. Louis’ bond issue, 
would come here for free handouts, Moreover, its 
amortization would be a further imposition on real 
property taxes, which property owners now find ex- 
ceedingly burdensome. Further, considerable doubt

No doubt the bond issue proposals are, in part, a 
result of the special taxation policy that hag been 
pursued by the Board of Aldermen. Many of these 
specia] taxes are highly unpopular and, dealing with 
specific industries, attract high-pressure resistance.

A ener there are some who pro- 


fess they fear a deadlock like that of 

1924, the position today is fundamental- 
ly different. In Madison Square Garden, 
the Democratie party was irreconcilably di- 
vided into two factions, one of which was 
passionately attached to McAdoo and the 
other to Smith. Both sides felt that they 
were fighting for principles that were sa- 
cred and could net be compromised. There 
is no such conflict in Chicago today. Smith 
is not here to win the nomination for 
himself, and Roosevelt's supporters are in 
the main people who like him, who sym- 
pathize with his intentions, who thought he 
was probably the mest available candidate, 
but are in no sense fanatically devoted to 
him. 

The convention is able, therefore, to turn 
from Roosevelt and Smith tu someone else 
without hopeless embarrassment and dis- 
appointment.

For all through these 
various delegations there is an astonishing- 
ly strong, though quiet, conviction that the 
party can unite on a man who is stronger 
than any of the leading contenders. That 
man is Newton D. Baker of Ohio. 

My impression is that he is the real first 
choice of more responsible Democrats than 
any other man, and that he is an accept- 
able second choice to almost everyone.

Wrist Bone in Same Location as 
Peking Skull Has Human 
Character. 


By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING; China, June 29.—Dis- 
covery of a wrist bone of distinctly 
human characteristics among oth- 
er bone fragments of the so-called 
Peking man, estimated to be more 
than 1,000,000 years oid, has been 
announced by Dr. Davidson Black, 
Canadian anatomist, who found a 
skull of a female of this prehistoric 


species some time ago. 
He said the wrist bone would go 


tar toward establishing the race as 


human—at lesst more manlike 
than that of any kind of animal 
hitherto recorded. 

The top of the Peking woman's 
skull was found in Chouhoutien 
caves in geological formations iden- 
tified. as 1,000,000 years old. The 
situation indicated that the skull 
was laid in the cave before 


the rocks were formed, and in the 


1,000,000 years since turned to min- 
eral along with them. More re- 
cently other bones, all fragments, 
have been found in the same caves, 
all similarly fossilized in the an- 
cient reck strata. These include, 
besides the wrist and toe frag- 
ments, a collar bone. 

Next to the superior type of brain 
indicated by the > the wrist 
bone is the big find, for it points 
to the kind of hand no animal, 
not even the great anthropoid apes, 
ever possessed. This is a hand ca- 


pable of doing work with tools in 
the human sense. 

In the theories of evolution, this 
development of a hand that could 
fashion tools has been rated as a 
supreme achievement. It has been 
argued that the human brain de- 
veloped as a result of the hand, 
rather than vice versa. 

Previously these caves have 
yielded evidences of crude flint 
tools like those now found in many 
other parts of the world, all sup- 
posedly made and used by human 
hands. 

Dr. Black, summarizing his 
studies, said, “There can be no 
doubt that Sinanthropus (the Pe- 
king man) was of truly human 
status. This maker of stone arti- 
facts, crude though they must 
have been, had hands differing in 
no essential from our own.’ 

Study of what appears to be the 
terminal toe bone, suggests, ac- 
cording to Black, that the feet of 
Sinanthropus differed widely from 
the modern type. 


KING PRAJADHIPOK SIGKS 
SIAM’S NEW CONSTITUTION 


| Document Providing Limited Mon- 


archy With Temporary Dictator- 
ship Put Into Effect.

BANGKOK, Siam, June 29.—A 
Constitution providing for a lim- 
ited monarchy, with a temporary 
dictatorshig by the People’s Party, 
was promulgated yesterday after it 
had been signed by King Prajadhi- 
pok. The document, outgrowth of 
a brief revolt last week that de- 
prived the King of his absolute 
powers, provides that the dictator- 
ship shall be replaced by suffrage 
when the people have been educat- 
ed in the responsibilities of self- 
government. 

A Senate is to be formed soon, 
half the members to be appoint- 
ed by the executive of the People’s 
party and the other half to be 
elected. It was reported that the 
Constitution gave the voting privi- 
lege to women.

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EXISTS IN AFRICA 


Abbe Makes Charge After 20,- 
000 Mile Auto Tour of 
Continent. 


By the Arsociated Press. 

RUSSELS, June 29.—-Slavery or 
its equivalent still flourishes in 
Africa, according to the Abbe de 
Moor, recently returned from a 
20,000 mile auto trip on the con- 
tinent. 

Greatly incensed by what he 
saw, the abbe, independently 
wealthy, has been lecturing with 
frankness on African conditions, 
and his popularity with public of- 
ficials has hardly risen as a result. 

“What is the good of denying or 

concealing the fact that certain na- 
tive chiefs still practice a mitigated 
system of slavery, against which 
the public ‘officials, whether Bel- 
gian, British or French, cannot or 
will not interfere?” he asked in an 
interview. 
Natives, charged a poll tax of 
about a dollar, are forced to work 
it out, he said, sometimeb under 
difficult conditions, which require 
from one to three months’ labor. 

“All colonial powers have done 
much for the natives, and the 
work of the missionaries is of tre- 
mendous moral and social benefit, 
but much remains to be done,” he 
said. 

“In many minds discontent is 
growing, and I have been told that 
Bolshevist agents are at work. A 
day will come,” he predicted, 
“when those who have forgotten 
the civilizing mission they have 
undertaken or pretended to under- 
take, will pay for their mistaxes 
and for the greed of the financiers 
to whom Africa means nothing but 
a vast industrial, commercial, agri- 
cultural or financial business. 

“If money-making were barred 
from colonial prospecting, civiliza- 
tion would be far better off than it 
is in certain African territories. I 
stand against financial speculation 
and for the natives, who today are 
the victims of greedy financiers 
just as their ancestors were the 
victims of Arab slave traders.” 


LABORATORY ON WHEELS 
TO TEST ILLINOIS MILK PLANTS 


Bacteriologist and Sanitarian to 
Start State Tour Within Few 
Days. 

By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 29.— 


Manned with a qualified bacteri- 
ologist and a milk sanitarian and 
equipped with test tubes, incu- 
bators, miscroscopes and numerous 
other scientific devices, a complete 
laboratory on wheels, the property 
of the State Department of Public 
Health is scheduled to leave Spring - 
field within the next few days on 


a milk-inspection tour of the State. 
The mobile laboratory will stop in 
each community long enough to 
make a thorough investigation of 
milk pasteurization plants. 

The object of the tour is to guar- 
antee as nearly as possible that ev- 
ery quart of pasteurized milk sold 
in Illinois is thoroughly safe. Sam- 
ples will be analyzed on the 
grounds. Tests will be made of the 
raw milk as delivered by producers 
to the dealers and also of the pas- 
teurized milk which is ready for 
delivery. 

The equipment and sanitary con- 
ditions of every plant will be in- 
spected by H. V. Layson, the milk 
sanitarian.

President Approves Bills Ex- 
pected to Net $10,000,000 
Additional Each Year.

to bring additional revenue of $10,- 
000,000 annually, were approved 
today by President Hoover. 

He signed three bills, one of 
them estimated to net about $7,-

age on publications for delivery to 
a point within the same postal dis- 
trict in which the business offices 
of the publishers are situated. 

The second bill fixes the fees and 
limits of indemnity for domestic 
registered mail, and the third pre-

demnities for domestic insured and 
collect-on-delivery mail of third 
and fourth classes. 


Post-Master General Outlines Plan 
to Save Millions.

TESTIMON 
GIVEN FOR MAYOR RUTH 


400 Attend Affair for Univer- 
sity City Executive; Gover- 
nor Sends Message. 


A testimonial dinner in honor of 
Mayor E. D. Ruth Jr. of Univer- 
sity City, at Van Horn's Farm, 


Brentwood, last night, was at- 
tended by about 400 persons. 

Letters and telegrams congratu- 
lating the Mayor on his adminis- 
tration were read, including a 
message from Gov. Caulfield. Dr. 
Francis M. Barnes, a member of 
the City Plan Commission of Uni- 
versity City, was toastmaster. Wal- 
ter B. Weisenburger, president of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, praised Ruth as a “square 
shooter,” who worked hard for 
development of the whole commu- 
nity. Gus V. Kenton and others 
spoke in a similar vein. 

The dinner was arranged by 
friends of the Mayor, whose ad- 
ministration recently has deen 
having political trouble with an 
opposition faction. This trouble 
culminated at the spring election 
with the defeat of three adminis- 
tration candidates for the Board 
of Aldermen. The board now is 
evenly divided between the two 
factions, with Ruth casting the 
deciding vote on controversial 
questions. 

In an address acknowledging the 
tributes paid him, Ruth declared 
University. City, which is sixth city 
of Missouri, with a population ex- 
ceeding 25,000, is in as good fi- 
nancial condition as any city in 
the country. Careful management 
in thé last 10 years has put the 
municipal finances in sound con- 
dition in spite of the depression, 
he said. Ruth continued: 

“Not so long ago a concentrated 
effort was made to set up an il- 
lusion before the citizens of Uni- 
versity City and lead them to be- 
lieve our taxes had become un- 
bearable. This propaganda was 
based on misrepresentation and a 
deliberate attempt to mislead 
Taxes have not increased. Only 
the revenue has increased, and this 
has come about through the influx 
of greater wealth in the city. 

“IT can say with assurance Uni- 
versity City is going to take care 
of itself if its past record and 
present financial condition are at 
all indicative of its ability. Only a 
complete reversal of policies laid 
down by men who have governed 
our city in the past will prevent 
University City from continuing on 
its way without the shadow of fail- 
ure looming before its path. 

“University City has never been 
subjected to exploitation by a per- 
sonal interest. It has never felt 
the smart of a political machine.

The huge deficit is the result of 
a 83 per cent decrease in receipts 
and an incréase of about 20 per cent 
in expenditures. Internal revenue 
receipts amounted to only $1,549,- 
829,940 at the close of business June 
25, as compared with $2,414,991,. 
462 last year. Making up this item 
were income taxes of $1,054,133,- 
580, against $1,853,464,792 and 
miscellaneous internal revenue of 
$495,696,361, against $561,526,670. 
Customs receipts fell $47,000,000 to 
326,060,473. while receipts of 
$187,816,731 in the last fiscal year 
on account of principal anl interest 
on foreign obligations were entire- 
ly lost. 

Total expenditures amounted to 
$4,827,419,984, mainly because of 
emergency outlays such as to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora-
